S.R.O. 400 . — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 of the Indian 
Reserve Forces Act, 1888 (4 of 1888b the Centra) Government hereby makes the 
following rules' further to amend the Indian Reserve Forces Rules, 1 9115, namely: — 

1. Those rules mav be called the Indian Reserve Forces (Amendment) Rules, 
1964. 

2. For rule 14 of the Indian Reserve Forces Rules, 1925, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely: — 

‘’14. The authority referred to in the proviso to sub-section ( 1 ) of section 7 
shall be the Chief Officer in charge of the revenue administration of 
the district (whether known as Collector or by any other designation), 
within the local limits of whose jurisdiction the person claiming 
reinstatement was employed immediately before he was called up for 
training, muster or any service under these rules”.
